« HE following Piece was tran{mitted hi- 
ther from Switzerfand; "Tis the An- 
{wer return’d by Mr. Efcher, firft Bur- 
gomafter of Zurich, to Mr. de Puifieux 
Ambaffador of France, on his repeating 
fo often the Word Grace or Favour in the Speech he 
made to the Diet at Soluthurn. 
‘ The Deputies of the Laudable Cantons per- 
‘ ceiving, that in the Speech your Excellency made 
‘ to them yefterday, and in thofe you have formerly 
‘ deliver’d to them, you in a manner reproach them, 
© That tho’ they have receiv'd numerous Favours from the 
* King, they make very little Account of them, and con- 
* tinue to ask more of him; They have commanded 
‘ me to tell you, that they know of but three forts of 
‘ Graces or Favours; The Pardoning Criminals that 
* have deferv’d Death; A Soveraign’s making large 
‘ Donations, and doing great Kindneffes to another 
* Soveraign ; And the Favour thewn by a great Mo- 
* narch to a Soveraign of lefs Power than himéfelf, in 
‘ not invading his Qominions. As for the firft, the 
* Landable Cantons being confcious they have done 
* nothing Criminal, do not think they have any occa- 
* fion to ask Pardon or Favour. For the Second, they 
* do not think themfelves oblig’d to the King for any 
Benefit or Gifts they have receiv’d from him, having 
* the Honour to have Treaties with his Majefty : If 
* he has fatisfied thofe Treaties on his Part,they have 
‘ done the like fully on theirs ; fo that both having 
‘ perform’d a reciprocal Engagement,it cannot be faid 
‘ either have done or receiv'd Favours.For the Third, 


‘ they do not fuppofe the King has any thoughrs of | 


‘ invading their. Territories; buc if fuch a thing 
‘ fhould ever happen, (which they do not believe 
* wil!) I am exprefly order’d to tell your Excellency, 
* that in fuch a Cafe, they will exert their utmost 
‘ Efforts to convince his Majefty, that they are true 
* Lovers of their Country and Men of Honour, who 
* rather than fuffer any Attempt or Incroachmenc 
‘ upon their Liberty, will part with the laft drop of 
* their Blood. 
To this the Ambaffador replied. 

~ Gentlemen, ‘ If any harfh Word or Expreffion has 
‘ efcap’d me in the Heat of Difcourfe, I beg you to 
* pafs it by, for I had no Order from the King to ufe 
fuch Expreffions. 

Pars, March 25. The Marhal de Tallard fet out 
from hence the 21:ft inftant, with the King’s laft 
Orders, Yo Strasburg ; where he will find all things 
in a readinefs for his entring upon Action: The Re- 
cruits intended for Bavaria, in number 140co Men, 
pafs'd the Rhine at Brifac the rorh of this Month,and 
wait only for the Marthal’s Orders to march ; Tis 
faid between 3 and 4000 regular Troops are to go 
with them co Bavaria.

Waggons to carry therh,as alfo the Train of Artillery, 
The Marfhal de Marfin is at prefent employ'd in 
viewing the Magazines and reviewing the Troops, 
and has made all ready for Action ; and the Elector 
of Bavaria has fpent from the 8th to the 14th of this 
‘Month, in vificing the Places he is poffi {s'd of on the 
Danube ; he is now at Munich, and will “tis believ’d go 
to Ausburg to receive Homage and take ah Oath of

Fidelity of the Inhabitants of that City. The Mar- 
quets de Coignies is drawing together an Army of 
25 Battallions and 30 Squadrons on the Mofelle; the 
Marqueffes of Loemaria, Giamont and Surville, and 
the Duke of Luxemburg, are to ferve under him ; 
tis faid he isto march up into Alface. 

Amfterdam, April Letters from Alface -of the 
2d inftant advife, that the M. de Tallard arriv’d the.

~ Amjterdam, Aprii4. The Advices from Franconia

General Hompefch continues at Coblentz, with 
feveral Deputies of the neighbouring Princes and 
States, with whom he is concerting Meafures for 
getting together a Force fufficient to oppofe any At- 
tempts the Enemy may make this Campaign on the 
Middle Rhine or lower. The Count de Coignies Went 
out of Triers the 27th in the Morning, with feveral 
Officers, and a ftrong Guard, to view the Ground 
along the Mofelle, and choofe the propereft Place for 
forming a Camp; he return’d to Triers the fame 
Evening ; All the General Officers and others that 
are to ferve under bim, .are to repair to their re- 
fective Regimenrs about the roth of April, and 30 
Pieces of Cannon are embark’d at Merz for the Ser- 
vice of this Army. '

He is at frefent ac Afchaffenburg, where he has fre- 
quent Conferencs with the Count of Wartenfleben, 
There is Advice from Strasburg, that the Marfhal de 
Tallard will march from Strasburg (where he now 
is) the 20th Inftanr. Burt what way he will take is 
wholly uncertain. =) 

Maeftricbt, April 7. The French having repair'd 
the Lines that were not long fince demolithed by 
the Troops of the Allies, are retir'd into the Towns 
fituate thereabouts, except a few Men that araleftco 
guard thofe Lines. Our Troopsthat were encamp’d in 
the Neighbourhood of this City, feparated likewife 
two Days ago, and are return’d into their Quarters. 

Hague, April 20. Monfieur d’Auverquerque, will 
fet out from hence for Maeftricht in a very few 
Days, his Baggage is already gone before. The Let- 
ters from Maeftricht affure us the Generals Dopff 
and Goor have mark’d out a Camp near Fongres, 
where the general rendezvous of the Army is to be ; 
and that great Numbers of the Enemy arein Tirle- 
mont, Louvain, and other Neighbouring Places ; 
having drawn a!l the Garrifons our of the Towns 
thac are higher up the Country, to the End they 
may be at Hand to obferve the Motions of the 
Allies.
